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PREFATORY NOTE 


THE text of the Ancrene Wisse is reproduced from MS. 
Corpus Christi College Cambridge 402 without emendation. 
Insertions of words or letters attributed to the original scribe 
are enclosed in angular brackets. Alterations or additions 
made by other hands are recorded in footnotes, except the 
late alterations on ff. 1 and 3, which are printed in heavy 
type. All letters expuncted are so printed. Words crossed out 
are retained, when their excision is clearly erroneous, as on 


f. 7b.28; otherwise they are removed to the footnotes, as 
on f. 3b.13. 
The punctuation of the manuscript has been retained. An 


attempt has also been made to represent the capitalization, 
where this is significant, though the similar shapes or 
enlargements used as space-fillers are not represented, 
except after coloured initials. All initial capitals in heavy 
type represent coloured letters. 

Owing to the regularity of the hand it has been possible 
to preserve the lineation of the manuscript, but some change 
in the treatment of abbreviations has thus become neces- 
sary. These are usually, as in other versions, expanded 
without italics; but in a number of places the scribe used 
arbitrary contractions, reducing words to one or two initial 
letters, the expansion of which would require a full extra 
line, or more. In such cases the abbreviations are left in the 
text and are expanded in the footnotes. This occurs mostly 
where familiar passages in Latin are cited or repeated 
(especially in Part I): English examples occur on ff. 9b.20 
and 10.2. Where the expansion of regular contractions, or 
the compression of the hand,? has made short over-runs 
necessary, these are ignored in the line-numbering. At these 
points hyphens are used in a few cases: they indicate that 
the word is not divided in the manuscript. The spacing 
between words is according to convenience in printing ; but

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actual joinings or disjoinings, whether correct or not, repre- 
sent the procedure of the scribe. 

As usual $ for pet; z for ant and Latin et; & for Latin ef, 
are not expanded. The contraction qd, used in every place, 
except quod f. 67b.17, for Latin quod, is expanded, but the 
identical form used for English ‘quoth’ is retained, since its 
correct expansion is debatable: full writing occurs only in 
cwed f. 33.28. In English ën is expanded iesu, following the 
full spellings in ff. 67.25 and 110.4. In Latin iZc, (Ban, iñu are 
expanded zesus, iesum, iesu according to better contemporary 
usage ;1 but christus, christ- is used to indicate that the manu- 
script (in Latin only) writes xpc, and xp (occasionally x) 
with added case-letter. As far as this text is concerned the 
single spelling in Latin criste (éste), beside the thirty-two 
examples of xp, x, is probably a casual intrusion of the 
vernacular form.? Similarly, dauid, the English form used 
thirty times, appears in the Latin context f. 11b.23; and 
maria in the English context f. 9b.11. xpel and kyriel have 
been expanded christe eleison and kyrie eleison; these cor- 
rect forms are indicated by the spelling Zei f. 11b.17, butthe 
usual contractions may show the influence of the popular 
pronunciation of these familiar invocations.? Where the 
abbreviations for er are used in vernacular words whose full 
spelling normally shows ear, this is recorded in the foot- 
notes, since the abbreviations have less value in considering 
the orthography of this text. Wyn (p), which with one 
exception, the name wilzam f. 92b.2, was used throughout 
by the scribe, is represented by w. 

Members of the Council of the Early English Text Society 
have seen the volume in proof, and their comments have 
saved the editor from missing a number of misprints and 
from making several errors in his transcription. His thanks 
are especially due to Mr. N. R. Ker; to Mr. R. W. Burchfield ;

INTRODUCTION 


1. THE text of the Ancrene Wisse is written on 117 leaves of 
good parchment measuring now, after rebinding, 215 x 148 
mm. The leaves were in twelve quires of ten, but two leaves 
of quire 2, the central opening, are now missing after f. 14. 
The last leaf of quire 12, no doubt a blank, is now missing. 
In quires 7-12 the central opening (ff. 63-64, 73-74, 83-84, 
93-94, 103-4, 113-14) is not a single sheet, but consists of 
two separate leaves folded one within the other. There are 
no signs of ancient quire signatures. The only catchword is 
at f. 18b. A modern pencil numbering of the quires is in the 
bottom right-hand corner of the first recto of each quire. 
Small holes and splits, the latter mended with green silk, 
occur on some twenty leaves and were avoided by the scribe, 
if they fell within the written space. Apart from the loss of 
two leaves, the damage sustained by the manuscript since it 
was written is trifling. There are damp stains and associated 
creases on ff. 23, 24, 29-36, 43, 44, and a crease on f. 70. 
Folio 15 has at some time been folded vertically down the 
centre. 

The written space on each page is about 156 x 95 mm. on 
ff. 1-68 and afterwards, from the beginning of quire 8, about 
156 x 100 mm. The ruling is with pencil in a single column of 
28 lines. A pair of lines set close together bounds the written 
Space on each side. Of the horizontal lines, the first and third 
from the top and the first and third from the bottom are 
usually prolonged across the margins. Pricks to guide the 
ruling of the horizontal lines are not to be seen. They were 
presumably in the outer margins. There are no pricks in the 
inner margins, a position in which they are commonly found 
in manuscripts of the later twelfth century and the earlier 
thirteenth century of about this format or a larger format, 
and which indicates that the sheets were folded before 
the horizontal lines were ruled. The scribe used the first 
horizontal line as a line on whick to write, following in 
this the practice of past scribes, but not the practice of 
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up-to-date scribes of his own period, who kept all their 
writing within a frame of ruled lines. 

2. The hand is close and angular, but admirably clear. It 
is the same throughout. The letters are made to one pattern, 
but their size varies, so that the writing is not always uni- 
form in appearance. For example, on f. 69 the minims are 
about 3 mm. high and the space between the lines is about 
23 mm., but on f. 75 the minims are about 2 mm. high and 
the space between the lines is about 3 mm. 'Bitings' and 
ligatures apart, the scribe had a repertory of thirty-five 
‘lower-case’ letters. Twenty-three of them are the common 
letters of the Latin alphabet, a-z, eight are variants of one 
kind and another, and four are special letters used in writing 
English. Of the common letters, d is in the rounded form 
usual in thirteenth-century and later bookhand and usual in 
vernacular writing of all dates. The pointed angular impres- 
sion given by the tops of minims and by the forms of b, c, e, 
h, b, p, is modified by the rounding of bases, especially r, so 
that the script does not look as angular as some late-twelfth- 
century writing. The final stroke of m and 7 is often extended 
below the line for greater distinctness (f. 69.7). The biting of 
back-to-back curving strokes, for example he or po, and of a 
diagonal with a curve, for example de, is extremely common. 
The letters st form a ligature, as usual. Final ¢ sometimes has 
a hairline descending from the bar (f. 69.28), but this ugly 
form is not usual. The scribe’s y is ungainly (f. 9.10). The 
tongue of e, the head of f, the horizontal projection of g, and 
the head of ¢ may be prolonged at a line-end to fill space 
(ff. 1.4, 24; 2.25; 4.24). Ascenders in the first line on a page 
are prolonged upwards. 

The variant letters are: 

Upright d. This, the traditional form of bookhand d, occurs 
now and then in Latin words, for example nine times on f. 1, 
but as a deliberate form in English only in feaderes (f. 1.1) and 
eadinesses (f. 7.28) and often in the word leafdi (e.g. f. 9.27).? 

Small uncial M. For this form see below, p. xiv.

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N. Used commonly to take up space, the horizontal stroke 
being conveniently extendible (f. 69.5). To save space the 
scribe combined N with d at f. 84b.17 forbearnd, and with s 
&t ff. 18b.8, 44b.4, 84.14, 97.17, 109.3, all at line-ends. 

R. Used like N to take up space (f. 2.23). 

2-shaped r. Used in its traditional place after o, and also 
commonly after other letters which have as their second 
stroke a curve more or less like the curve of o (as b, d, p). 
The later medieval form with a descending hairline occurs 
occasionally (f. 70.28 fordre). 

Round s. Used like N and E to take up space at a line-end 
(f. 1.14, 17), but also as a mere alternative to the common s 
finally, initially (f. 11.8 sanctus), and—rarely—medially 
(f. 4.18 leasse). Used in à narrow and vertically elongated 
form to save space (f. 4b.13 werkes) and, also to save space, 
above the line in conjunction with a preceding r (f. 16b.13 
meonurs). 'T'he ligature of P with round s followed by a mark 
of abbreviation denotes ‘Psalmista’ or the like (f. 1.26). 

t. The special form of ¢ after'c (f. 1.20) is a relic of the 
ancient ct ligature. When c and ¢ are divided at a line-end 
the memory of the ligature is preserved by the stroke 
attached to the head of c (f. 97.22-23 resurrec/tionis). 

v. Used occasionally instead of u at the beginning of a word 
(f. 8.21 víua). 

The four special letters are 5, 5, ð, p. 3 is used only for 
the palatal spirant, the other functions of Anglo-Saxon 3 
being fulfilled by h and caroline g. þ is used initially and à 
finally and also in nearly all words medially. w (or W) is used 
instead of p only once (f. 92b.2, wilzam ‘William’). 

Capital letters are used at the beginning of a sentence, 
commonly for the first letter of a personal name, and some- 
times for the first letter of an important word, for example 
at ff. 54b.16-18, 82b.6-8. On f. 1.1 the second letter of 
Recti is a capital. C, E, H, O occur in two forms, one of them 
generally like the minuscule, but larger, the other similar, 
but with a distinguishing stroke, horizontal in H and an open 
downward curve in C, E, O (ff. 1.4, 69.4). Q is marked in 
the same way, under the influence of O. An M shaped like 
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a conjoint O and H has both the downward and the horizon- 
tal stroke (f. 69.11), but this is not the normal form (ef. 
f. 1.13). S consists of two parallel curving strokes, but a 
plainer and smaller form of S is used sometimes as a capital. 
V, Y, capital yogh, and capital thorn are distinguished by 
their size.! Capital thorn is distinguished also by a horizon- 
tal tag to the left at the top of the upright (e.g. f. 12b.4). 
Capital wyn, larger than and of a different shape from the 
small letter, occurs at ff. 48b.20, 56b.27, 57b.28. A letter like p 
in size, but with a tag like that on capital thorn, appears to be 
meant asa capital thorn (ff. 32b.21, 26 ; 65b.8 ; 68b.5 ; 82b.8). 

Capital letters are used also after a coloured initial and for 
A, M, and N in the word Amen. Their special character 
is shown by the fact that the scribe did not feel free to 
use the whole alphabet, but only nine letters, A, D, I, 
M, N, 0, R, S, and V. These letters do not rise above or fall 
below the line, four of them, D, J, O, S, differing in this 
respect from the capitals normally used at the beginning 
of a sentence. 

The common mark of abbreviation at the end of a word is 
usually a wavy stroke like that made in the twelfth century. 
Elsewhere it is usually a straight stroke with a downward 
hairline prong at each end (f. 1.22). Abbreviations in Latin 
include the tironian nota for est in an unusual form (f. 1.19) 
and at ff. 21b.24, 25.2, and 42.11 the tironian nota for enim. 
The nota for et (or in English ant) is regularly crossed (f.1.18). 
In English gd is noteworthy.2 Common Latin forms of ab- 
breviation are used in vernacular contexts, where the ortho- 
graphy permits, but are sparingly employed, except in 
French or learned Latin words. Some examples are superior 
a, e, 1 to denote omission of r (ff. 73.7 traitre, 103b.1 uttre, 
40.13 priuement) and the sign for er to represent er (or ear) 
in sperklinde, lauerdes (ff. 8b.20, 69.10). d with attached 
mark, used to abbreviate Latin words, is indistinguishable 
from d. The form iesu is found written in full at ff. 67.25 and 
110.4. We can therefore confidently expand the abbreviation 
ihc to iesus. This good spelling was becoming less common in

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the thirteenth century, but it was not yet as rare as in the 
later Middle Ages, when almost all scribes, if they wrote the 
word in full, wrote ihesus. The abbreviation zpc or x^ is 
regular. The spelling ‘criste’ at f. 4b.24 with superior i 
denoting omission of r, the form crist in English, and the 
almost universal usage of scribes leave no doubt that the 
correct extension is cristus.1 An instance of ierusalemes 
written in full occurs at f. 56.20. 

The punctuation is: (i) à mid or mid-low point for the full 
stop and for a minor pause within a sentence; (ii) the 
punctus elevatus (7?) for a major pause within a sentence ; (iii) 
the mark of interrogation. It has a squeezed-in appearance 
because the scribe did not as a rule leave a larger space be- 
tween words separated by punctuation than between words 
not so separated. Points are also written in front of a run- 
over, after abnormal abbreviations by suspension (for exam- 
ple f. 6b.18), and on each side of a single-letter abbreviation 
(f. 1.23, 24). Points are also found occasionally separating 
words written very close together, but it is not certain that 
any of them are by the original scribe. 

A hairline like an acute accent is written frequently above 
i, especially when i comes next to another minim (f. 69.19; 
cf. 18), and also sometimes above an e (ff. 66b.12 wéte, 69.9 
chére, 104.28 behé[ue), a (£. 38.6 iha[ten), or o (f. 6.10 nón). 

There are no hyphens. In order to avoid breaking a word 
at a line-end, and at the same time to fill the line, the scribe 
employed horizontally elongated letters (see p. xi above) 
and zigzag line-fillers (f. 15b.25). The last syllable of stude 
(f. 102.28) and of bihéue (f. 104.28) is dropped below the line 
and the last syllable of silence (f. 43b.19) is run over to the 
line below. The dropping of the two-letter words te and is 
below the last line on two recto pages, 8 and 56, are examples 
of the same sort of care for the reader's convenience.

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In dividing his words the scribe appears to have worked to 
rule, the rule being that every word should be separated 
from every other word by the same amount of space, irre- 
spective of the sense and without taking the punctuation 
into account. Larger spaces were permissible only before a 
coloured initial. He was sometimes at fault with the enclitic 
que, separating it, for example, at f. 13b.14. 

ti is written sometimes for ci in Latin words or in words 
derived from Latin, e.g. faties f. 21b.25, spetial f. 112b.11, 12. 
ci for classical Latin ti occurs mainly in the ending -cia. 

Every letter of the script is clearly legible, except where 
there have been alterations. The reader's only uncertainties 
are these: whether, in places where he would expect a capital 
letter, v, y, 5, f are majuscule or minuscule, whether N, R, 
and S at the beginning of a word within a sentence are 
meant as capitals or have the same minuscule value as they 
certainly have at the end of a word, and whether the small 
uncial M which the scribe uses a good deal initially within a 
sentence is always meant as a capital. In this transcript V, 
Y, 3, p have been used when the letters in the manuscript 
are clearly larger than the normal minuscule, and v, y, 5, p 
have been used when, as often, the letters are only very 
slightly larger or no larger than the normal minuscule, for 
example at ff. 69.12 pis, 69.13 ze, 96b.23 ysa. It is odd that 
such a competent scribe failed so often to make the distinc- 
tion. Initial M, N, R within a sentence have been printed as 
M, N, R, since they seem to occur mainly in words where 
it is at least not unreasonable to use a capital, e.g. ff. 26.24, 
41b.14, 52b.25, 54.7, 109.8. Probably more doubt attaches to 
M than to N and R: it is difficult to believe that a capital 
was intended in Maht, f. 75b.16.! S is doubtful only when 
it is in the simpler of the two forms noticed on p. xii. Its 
interpretation then is particularly difficult, because, though 
ultimately a majuscule form, it was commonly used as a 
minuscule in twelfth-century and earlier script. In this

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matter of capitals no transcript can take the place of the 
original manuscript. 

There is hardly anything in the script which could not be 
found in a late-twelfth-century manuscript. But even if 
there were no internal evidence one would not want to date 
it in the twelfth century. Two of its features, the cross 
through z and the biting of back-to-back curving strokes, 
came into use only in the last decades of the twelfth century. 
Probably they would not be used regularly in a west-country 
manuscript until some time after 1200. Two occasional 
features, the v for u initially and the additional strokes in 
capital letters, have their origin in the current script used 
for documents. Their employment in bookhand is thirteenth- 
century rather than twelfth. The generalization of rounded d 
for Latin as well as for English and the absence of any of the 
distinctions between Latin and English observed by twelfth- 
century and earlier scribes point also to a date after 1200. 
The curved form of the common mark of abbreviation is 
traditional, but the angular form is typical of the thirteenth 
century. ‘First half of the thirteenth century’ is probably as 
near as one ought to go on palaeographical grounds. The 
internal evidence, the mention of the Dominican and Fran- 
ciscan friars at f. 16b.13, suggests that the date of writing 
is likely to be after rather than before 1225. 

3. A five-line initial in red and blue with ornament of both 
colours begins the text (f. 1). All other coloured initials are 
red or blue, the colours usually alternating, with ornament 
in blue and red respectively. The largest, six-line, is on 
f. 47b. Five more are four-line (ff. 12b, 32, 94, 104, 111) and 
one is three-line (f. 4b). The rest are all two-line or one-line. 
The two-line or larger initials begin a new line. A coloured 
paragraph is used before the heading on f. 12 and before 
the explicit on f. 117b. Elsewhere this mark is used only to 
separate a runover to the line below from the other words 
on the line. The rubricator failed to notice the runovers on 
ff. 8b, 43b, 91, 116b, and on ff. 6b and 7b he went wrong, 
putting a paragraph instead of a coloured initial. The para- 
graphs, like the coloured initials, are red or blue with 
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ornament of the other colour. More often than not the 
rubricator made a red paragraph after a blue initial and 
vice versa. 

The scribe left spaces for headings on ff. 1, 4, 4b, 12, 26, 32, 
47b, 94, 104, 111, and for a conclusion on f. 8b. He filled the 
spaces, using red ink, on ff. 1, 4, 4b, 8b, 12. The other spaces 
remain blank. 

4. The manuscript was rebound in 1953 by J. P. Gray of 
Cambridge. The two unnumbered paper leaves at each end 
are of the date of binding. The next two leaves at the begin- 
ning, a bifolium (ff. i, ii), and a leaf at the end (f. 118) are 
parchment leaves taken over from the medieval binding. The 
recto of f. i and the verso of f. 118 were pasted to the covers 
of this binding, which had a strap-and-pin fastening: the 
attachment of the strap to the edge of the upper cover 
caused a rust-hole on ff. i, ii, 1 and the pin near the centre 
of the lower cover caused a similar hole on f. 118. Before the 
rebinding in 1953 some small fragments of a hardly legible 
Latin text were attached to the recto of f. 1. They are now 
missing. For ff. iii, iv see $ 6 below. 

5. The scribe corrected some of his own mistakes, either as 
he went along or soon afterwards. This is most evident where 
he has simply crossed out the wrong word and written the 
right word after it (f. 23.15) or above it (ff. 45b.27, 53b.13, 
16, 103.19, 107.9, 116b.20). The other medieval corrections 
and alterations and marginalia are not easy to sort out or 
to date. They are not numerous, but they are sufficient to 
show that the text was read carefully in the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries. At least three are the work of one 
reader of the thirteenth century who was concerned to make 
details clearer: (a) f. 17.7, the expuncting of oper and the sub- 
stitution for it of owder in the margin in pencil; (b) f.17b. 
7, 8, the expuncting of from non efter mete adet and the 
addition of on easter in the margin in pencil: (c) f. 18.5, 
the expuncting of ane and the addition of bute in the margin 
in pencil: further alteration here has produced the final 
reading 'forte loken bute hire and hire meidnes', the words 
in italics being partly in the margin and partly in the written 
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space over erasure.! Another reader (late-thirteenth-century?) 
disliked the words priuement and proprement and substituted 
for them darnliche and ouneliche (ff. 40.13, 52.2, 4): his hand 
occurs again, perhaps, in the correction at f. 82b.26, dica 
&bove expuncted da. A scribe writing in & current and prob- 
ably late-fourteenth-century hand made a devastating 
series of alterations on ff. 1 and 3. The 147 ‘Nota’ signs in the 
margins are also medieval, as are, probably, & couple of 
dozen pointing hands. One pointer occurs beside a ‘Nota’ 
(f. 53.12) and its relative position shows that it is later. 
Palaeographically the alterations, apart from those on 
ff. 1 and 3, seem to be earlier than or of about the same date 
as the inscription (later thirteenth century ?) at the foot of 
f. 1, which records the gift of the manuscript by John 
Purcel to the house of Augustinian canons at Wigmore in 
Herefordshire. Two other Wigmore ez libris inscriptions, one 
in a Petrus Riga at Trinity College, Cambridge (MS. 66), 
the other in a handsome Isidore, Etymologiae, at St. John's 
College, Cambridge (MS. 214), are of &bout the same date, 
but in different hands. They are accompanied by a form of 
anathema in which is the same phrase as occurs in the Corpus 
manuscript, ‘uel titulum hunc maliciose deleuerit’. The word 
maliciose is not common in this context and may have been 
used in order to cover the abbot and convent if they wished 
to alienate a book, not with evil intent, but for the profit of 
the house.” The gift to Wigmore was at the instance of the 
precentor, Walter de Ludlow senior. A Walter de Ludlow 
senior was, as Macaulay noticed, one of the principal monks 
of Wigmore in 1299. He was elected abbot in 1302, but 
refused to take office. The Purcels were a south Shropshire

6. The Ancrene Wisse was read again carefully in the six- 
teenth century. The many crosses in the margins and the 
marking of passages in the text by underlining and side- 
scoring in pale ink are of this date, as appears from the script 
and the ink of words which in four places accompany these 
marks (f. 44.16 Eccl’; f. 63.27 Cantic’; f. 70.7 preagendes; 
f. 72b.1 Josaphat). Marginalia and underlining in red chalk, 
found in many of the manuscripts owned by Archbishop 
Parker, occur here only on ff. 1, 1b, 2, 2b, 12b, and 77.? One 
of Parker's expert scribes wrote on the flyleaf, f. iib, and 
also filled two inserted parchment leaves (ff. iii, iv) with & 
modernized version of the text on ff. 2.20-3b.1. Presumably 
earlier than this, but after the accession of Elizabeth, one 
John Mannyng wrote his name in a legal hand on f. 112b. 

Parker's manuscripts were bequeathed to Corpus Christi 
College in 1575. The catalogue made at this time lists most 
of the ‘Saxon’ manuscripts under the letter S and among 
them, in fifteenth place, ‘A rule for religious in Saxon, recti 
diligunt te’. S(5-9, 13, 14) are respectively volumes 1—7 of the 
series of sermons in Anglo-Saxon which Parker possessed. 
S(17) was the eighth volume of sermons, but this for some 
reason never came to Corpus, having been given by Parker 
himself in 1574 to Cambridge University Library, where it is 
now MS. Ii. 1. 33. The words 'Liber Octauus' at the head of 
f. 1 suggest that the Ancrene Wisse took the place of this 
missing volume in the series of sermons.
